BESSIE, THE SEA COW 

Now On Exhibition at the Foot of 
Market Street, On Cliptaln ThoMp. 
ionN Miiifnillrent Twin 
.Srrew float. 

Second only In interest to I he big 
fish Itself, which is attracting several 
thousands of visitors to Capt. Thomp- 
son's .vacht at Hip river front, foot of 
Market street, is the captain's mar- 
velous marine exhibit, which Is con- 
sidered by many who have seen it to 
be one .of the flneat and most com- 
plete private oollectlons In America. 

Among tdo many rare speclmena Is 
the actopus, one of the moat repulsive 
creatures imaginable; a devil flsh, 
hammerhead shark, angel flsh, a giant 
sail nsh with a sail two and one-halt 
feet wide; a giant baraconle over sev- 
en feet long and llial wcIhIkmI 14n 
pounds, with a mouth and teeth large 
enough to bite a man's arm ofT, lo say 
nothing of hundreds of other marvels 
of tho groat deep, all of which are 
shown In their natural term and col- 
ors. 

B far the most interesting sppclmcn. 
however, is Bessie, the sea cow, who 
Is now making her home on board of 
Capt. Thompson's yacht Bessie was 
recently captured near Bau (lollle, 
Fla., and Is probably one of the lar- 
gest specimens now in captivity. Ac- 
cording to government aniliorltlcs. the 
sea cow, or manatee, has become al- 
most extinct, and there are probably 
not more than 100 in existence. 

There Is always o crowd nrnund the 
tank in which she disports herself, 
and many are thp amusing commcnls 
made by some of lliosp who npvpr 
seem to tire of watching her to see 
what she is going to do next. 

Another singular specimen of the 
collection Is the baby hammerhead 
shark, with the singular elongated 
head fhom which It derives Its name. 
The eyes are sitnatpd on the pxlreme 
outer edge of the "hammer." so that 
It can cover an unusually wide range 
of vision. The hammerheads grow to 
a length of IB feet and bring forth 
their young alive. 

Few prcatiirps of the sea have more 
horrible appearance than tlie octopus 
about which some of the moat grue- 
some stories ever written have been 
told. Another interesting specimen of 
marine life is the giant sail fish. Cap- 
tain Thompson's specimen is one of 
tho largest ever captured on the east 
eons;, measuring seven fpN In length 
Other specimens are a giant sword- 
flsh, giant Jewflsh, leathar flsh. dol- 
phins, amber Jack, parrot flsh, porcu- 
pine, flsh and others too numerous to 
mention, all of which are the flneat 
specimens obtainable and In a perfect 
state of preservation. 

The tiger or man-eating shark, of 
which Capt. Thompson has a very flne 
specimen. Is the terror of the seas 
!;rowiiig lo a length of thirt feet The\ 
inhahil tlip wnrin waters of llip trop- 
ics and oflpu ascend the pulf stream 
to more northerly latilinlps. wlipre 
they are a menace to bathers in Bum- 
mer. 

Capt. Thompson's monster flsh 
which Is belter known as the "Deep 
Sea M.vstery." is declared by scientists 
10 be the largest flsh ever captured 
in the history of the world. It is cre- 
lligbviavs In nianv local- j "''"K a wonderful Interest and dis- 
cussion among all classes, and it Is 
I conservatively eatlmater that It will 
j be seen by at least ."it^.OOO people while 
I hpre.

Hon. P. P. Clarion, r. a. Comnils- 
sioner of Educalion lias issued the fol- 
lowing announcement to the people 
of thf^ I'nlted Sta'es: 
To tike Men and Women of the Farms 
of America: 

In his letter to the secretary of the 
Interior, approving the campaign of 
the Bureau of Eldueation for the sup- 
port of the schools and the malnten- 
anoe upon them during the war. Pres- 
ident Wilson says: "That, in so far 
as the draft law will permit, there 
should be no falling off In attendance 
in the elpinenlary schools, high 
srluKiIs or collcgps. Is a inaltpr of the 
very urealesl importance, affecting 
liolb our strength In war and our .N'a- 
tional welfare nnil elhcipncy when the 
war is over." He then urges, that the 
Iipojilp support generously their 
chools of nil grades and adapt them 
as wisely as possible to the new con- 
ditions, "to the end that no boy or 
?irl shall have less opportunity for 
'>duc-jtlon because of the'war and that 
'he Nation may b* strengthened as it 
-lan only be through the right educa- 
tion of all Its people." 

For no part of our people Is this 
more Important than for those who 
live in villages. Fmall towns and In 
the open country, mostly farmers. 
Wbatpvcr may have been true in for- 
Micr days, it has now come about that 
'or success In llipir work and for good 
'ivlng on the farm and in llip farm 
loiiie. farmers and tbplr wlvi s neeil a 
iroader. more comprehensive, and 
uore thorough education than do men 
\Md women engaged In any other oc- 
up.-.tion and living under any other 
nndltlons. They need not only the 
.■■■neral Information and training for 
'Ifc and cItUenshtp which they should 
have in common with all men and 
women, but they need also training In 
science and a knoweldge of physlrs 
ind chemistry, of soils and fertilizers, 
if planta and animals and their dis- 
laten and bow to protect against 
hem, of the cultivation and harvest- 
ing of crops, of marketing, of bal- 
mctd rations for domestic animals. 
>f machinery and its use and cure, ul 
lie simple forms of pngiiieering and 
ircl.ileclure. of bookkeeping ami 
laiikit'g. of IliP sanitation of the home 
lie ( are of cliUdrpn, and many other 
things on which their success and 
Mielr health and happiness depend: a 
:ull round of knowledge, such as Is 
lieeded for success In no other occu- 
pation. Also the farmer and the farm- 
er's Mfe must know not only the- sep- 
irate facta of these, but the underly- 
ing principles as well, to* enable them 
'o d!reet their work intelligently and 
o adjust themselves to constantly 
r;haiig{ng conditions. 

Such knowledge and training can- 
not be given effectively in the ele- 
mentary schools alone. .Much of it 
can he given <inl.\ in lii,!;li scIukjIs and 
colleges, and lo hor.-j and girls of high 
school and c(dlege age. 

The place whieh farmers hold in the 
afTair'i ul the .Nullon and the world 
and the value of their work have been 
revealed by the war "The importance 
(if these will not be less when the war 
Is over. It Is of the utmost Import* 
anoe that tbey be able to flll their 
places and do their work^lntolllgently 
and well. 

That they may be prepared for this, 
the schools for the farmers' children 
in small towns and villages and In the 
open country should be better sup- 
ported and constantly improved and 
not boy or girl should be kept out of 
the elementary school or high school 
wher atteiidanee is po.'.Hlhle In so 
far as the draft laws ami absolute ne- 
cessities of the home will purinll. ev- 
ery couulry boy and pvi>ry country 
i;irl, wlio are prepared for It. should 
go to college, university, or normal 
sohonl. 

There are before us as a people 
now Just two tasks of supreme Ini- 
portanoe: T« win the war for free- 
dom and doaMoraey,-«nd, let us hope, 
for Jermanent paaoo, and to lit our- 
selves and our obildran lor Ut4 and 
oltlieublp in the new world which 
the war Is bringing in. Both of these 
task* must be performed with single- 
ness of purpose and whole-hearted de- 
votion lo the puMlo w4fMg| Mi no 
saorlfloa, bowsver. mast' be allowed to 
•taad jn the way ol either.
